‘Significant’ wait to see local GPs 


A SHORTAGE of doctors could mean a “significant 
wait” to see a GP at Axminster Medical Practice. 

The crisis was eased with the appointment of a 
locum, but there is still a problem and patients are 
being asked to show understanding. 

Dr Phil Taylor said: “The increasing demands on 
the appointment system have recently been exacer- 
bated by illness amongst our GPs and, more happily, 
by maternity leave. 

“Clearly our priority has to be always to ensure 
enough appointments for urgent matters and this 
sometimes means that there is a significant wait to 
see your own GP. We regret this and have attempted 
to find locum cover but there is a national shortage 
of GPs and it has taken us three months to find some- 
one. 

“Happily Dr Tim Whiter is now working at the surgery 
but we will still have less appointments than normal.” 

The practice has been under pressure for some time, 
and recently gained planning permission to expand 
its premises. 

But, as a result of the increasing demand, it has re- 
luctantly been decided to introduce an automated 
phone system. Earlier this year Dr Taylor said he was 
against such a move, but admitted it might be the only 
way forward. He said at the time that reception staff 
were “buckling under the weight of their workload”. 

Now an automated phone system is about to be in- 
troduced. 

Dr Taylor explained: “The Axminster GPs are in- 
troducing an electronic telephone answering service 
with the support of our Patient Participation Group. 

“This will enable patients to choose the most appro- 
priate department to assist. 

“The volume of telephone consul- 
tations has risen dramatically in the last 5-10 years 
with each GP making 10-20 calls on most days and 
more at times. We have to fit in these calls between 
our surgeries and visits and this is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult. 

“We do not currently restrict the number of phone 
calls as many practices do, nor, like them, require 
these to be by appointment.” 

He asked patients to play their part in easing the sit- 
uation, saying: “Many of our telephone calls do not 
need a GP to deal with the query. 

“When you are telephoning for anything other 
than a routine appointment it is very helpful if you 
can give some idea as to the problem you need ad- 
dressing. 

“This both ensures that your query can be addressed 
to the department best able to help and, if a doctor is 
needed, then enables him or her to prioritise his or 
her work. “Patients are understandably wary about 
discussing their medical details with anyone except 
a doctor or a nurse but in fact any information you 
give to any member of staff is treated with the same 
confidentiality. 

“We need our staff to concentrate on appointment 
and visit requests earlier in the day and ask that these 
requests take priority before 10am. 

“Tt is particularly helpful if you know that you need 
a home visit if you could request this as early as pos-

MP asks council 
to rethink plans 
for traveller sites 


EAST Devon MP Hugo Swire says towns like 
Axminster and Seaton should take its ‘fair 
share” of gypsy and traveller pitches, writes 
Anders Larsson. 

He is asking East Devon District Council to 
rethink its plans to locate a large gypsy and 
traveller site in Cranbrook, which is in his con- 
stituency. 

EDDC, which is obliged to provide 37 new 
gypsy and traveller pitches in East Devon be- 
tween now and 2034, is proposing in the lat- 
est draft of the local plan to create 30 new 
pitches in Cranbrook - 81 per cent of EDDC's 
overall allocation. 

Cranbrook Town Council has opposed the 
plans. 

Mr Swire said: “Obviously the easy thing to 
dois to put the majority of pitches in the same 
place but that does not mean it is the right 
thing to do. 

“There is more to East Devon than Cran- 
brook and | believe that other areas such as 
Axminster and Seaton should all take their fair 
share. 

‘This looks to me like a rushed solution as 
the lack of identified sites is holding up the 
Local Plan. The majority of my constituents in 
Cranbrook have no objection in principle to 
taking on their share of pitches but it is clearly 
unfair for the town to have to accommodate 
over 80 per cent of EDDC’s entire allocation.

the electrical work is safe and legal, something 
often needed when you sell or rent out your 
home. 

3. GAS appliances are another potential dan- 
ger. By law, they must be installed by a Gas 
Safe Register engineer (www.gassaferegister. 
co.uk). They should also be serviced by one 
annually to ensure they're safe and working ef- 
ficiently. Carbon monoxide poisoning from 
gas appliances can, of course, be fatal and is 
hard to detect. That's why it's safest to have a 
carbon monoxide alarm in each room where 
there's a gas appliance. But fitting one isn't 
enough - you must press the test button on it 
regularly to make sure it's working, and change 
the batteries when required, although some 
alarms have built-in batteries that can't be re- 
placed. 

4. SMOKE alarms should also be tested regu-

Some alarms are ‘toast 
proof’, meaning they're less likely to be set off 
when you cook. If you have wired-in alarms 
(see below), your electrician should fit a heat 
detector, rather than a smoke alarm, in the 
kitchen. 

5. ALL new homes must be fitted with inter- 
linking wired-in smoke alarms and this can also 
apply when you do major building work, such 
as rewiring, or converting the loft. If you don't 
want to replace your home's existing doors with 
fire doors when doing a conversion, getting an 
electrician to install smoke alarms throughout 
should ensure compliance with building regs. 
If wired-in alarms aren't required, fitting smoke 
alarms that wirelessly interlink is a great alter- 
native. Interlinking means that if there's a fire, 
all the alarms will go off at the same time, so 
even if you're sleeping a long way from the fire.
